After earning a Journeyman’s Certificate in refrigeration, Les went into 
business with a partner. They flourished. He and Gloria took to roaring all 
over California on a motorcycle, basking in summer sunshine, and skiing in 


winter. 


He souped up an old Harley and took up racing. Then it was sailing. Their 
first boat, an old rumrunner from Mexico, was a 55-ft gaff rigged schooner. 


They learned to sail in San Francisco Bay. 


One boat led to another. Eventually, they bought a 33-ft wooden sloop with 
a VHF radio. They sailed to Hawaii and back. He decided to go for a Ham 
license. He figured he’d ace the test. Tapping code out is a lot faster than 


waving flags or flashing lights, but he passed on the second try after he got 


his speed up. 


His refrigeration business was booming, He left his partner in charge. The 
couple sailed to Tahiti and discovered a new tribe, American yachties. They 
returned to California, Les’ partner bought him out and they returned to 
French Polynesia on a Tiburon 36 Ketch. They applied to the French 
Consulate for a residency permit and built a house on Moorea’s Papetoai 


Bay. 


Their family of two grew to three with addition of Marie, a bright eighth 
grader. Her Chinese father wanted to marry her off instead of sending her 
to Secondary School to become a nurse. She became the Whiteley’s hanai 
daughter and—with Gloria’s help—earned her LVN in 2-1/2 years. There 
were periodic trips to California for building supplies. Marie’s English and 
worldview blossomed. Club Med was putting in long distance telephone 
service and needed someone who could speak English. Marie took the job, 


matried a Frenchman. Les built them a house. 


Les became Controller on the Pacific Maritime Mobile Net. The Whiteleys 
had lived on Moorea more then 17 years when Les developed melanoma. 
They flew back to the States, settled in Hawaiian Paradise Park and joined 
BIARC in 1997. He died December 30, 2001 and Gloria had to carry on 


alone. 


Today, her life is filled with mahjong, cooking, two cats and caring for two 


actes as well as an active role in DAV, VFW and BIARC.
